HIDDEN WEALTH. 


How Fortunes Lie In the Sweepings of 
Sheffield Factories. : 
The average person would hardly ex- 

pect to find a fortune in mere dust, 
and yet large fortunes have been made 
out of -the filings swept up from the 
:workrooms of the Sheffield factories 
,Where all kinds of silver goods are 
made. 

| Many thousands of pounds have been 
jmade during the past few years out of 
,this dust, which at one time was 
thought nothing of, but was thrown 
out on to the rubbish heap in the usual 
iWway. 

It is hard to say how many men are 

indebted to this dust for the good for- 
{tune they enjoy at the present time 
‘owing to the general disregard of the 
sweepings, as they are termed, in the 
past, but there is no doubt that several 
very rich families in Sheffield have 
been made, financially speaking, out of 
ithe sweepings of factory floors. 
|: There is one family in particular 
| 


‘who keep their carriage and psir and 
staff of servants on the income derived 
‘from ‘the large volume of capital made 
“out of dust. The founder of the fam- 
‘fly fortunes used to go round with a 
wack and beg the dust, which he gave 
to his fowls, according to his own 
‘showing. In reality, however, he ex- 
tracted the silver from it and sold it 
back to the manufacturers in clean 
ingots at the market price. 

This he did for years and was en- 
abled by means of working secretly 
and indystriously to pile up a huge 
fortune which the present generation 
enjoys. Ultimately, however, it oc. 
, curred to one manufacturer that where 
".men were constantly chipping and 
, chasing there must of necessity be a 

great waste of silver upon the floor. 
' For a-long time he said nothing, but 
Igave orders for the sweepings of the 
iwearkrooms to be shot in a particular 
| ‘place. He then started a small smelt- 
jing plant and purchased other dust, 
| from which he extracted the silver, but 
this anxiety .respecting the dust soon 
'-aroused the suspicions: of other people, 
‘and today an average firm of silver 
manufacturers nets something like 
£500 a year from their sweepings, 
which not so long ago they threw 
away as of no consequence. 

The floors of the workshops are now 
swept regularly and with care. The 
dust is put into sacks and sold to the 
smelters, who put it through the smelt- 
| ing process and extract the silver that 
has been wasted. The aggregate In- 
come from the sweepings of Sheffield 
‘workshop floors amounts to many thou- 
gands a year.—London Tit-Bits.

Costliness of London Streets. 

From several mainténance pgints di 
view it is, in many. cases, cheaper and 
better in the long run to pave with 
Caithness flags than to lay granolithic 
even with ithe first cost of Caithness 
flags. Similarly there might be circum. 
stances making it desirable, says ‘En- 
gineering,” -to discard the macadamiz- 
ed surface of a roadway and pave with 
causeway sets—even with granite ra- 
ther than with whinstone—and_ this 
notwithstanding the very great ‘differ- 
ence in the respective costs. Such 
consideration of the price of paving 
lend one to moralize, agd wonder. if 
the laying of wood paving blocks in 
the streets of London comes within 
the eternal fitness of things in respect 
of economy in maintenance. The 
amount of money annually spent in 
the maintenance of the London streete 
must be ‘beyond the dreams of avar- 
ice.”

And in 
Glaszow, with its granite causeway, 
while the first cost of street paving is 
nrobably much the same as in Lon- 
don, the life of granite sets will at 
least be five times longer than that of 
wood bloc’s, and granite causeway 
has the additional virtue of being 
more annitary than wood paving. But 
wood block paving is less noisy, and 
as this is the reason it is being used 
in London, who will say that much 
money in maintenance is not _ well 
enent if it lessens the infernal din of 
the tremendons traffic of all kinds in 
the streeta of ovr great cities, and 
tends to diminish the mental agony 
and physic] torture which the noise 
af the numberlers street vehicles in- 
creasingly inflicts on the people.

MACARONI RECIPES. 


A FOODSTUFF NOT ENOUGH USED 
BY COOKS. 


Always Buy the Best Quality of Mac- 


| aroni—Hints as to How It Should Be 


Boiled— Twe Good Fermulas That 
Are Easily Made. 


Macaroni !s one of those foodstuffs 
of which the average cook does not 
avail herself nearly as much as she 
might with advantage. It lends itself 
alike to some of the simplest forms of 
cookery as well as to dishes of a more 
elaborate description. It may be em- 
ployed in conjunction with all kinds of 
meats and poultry, or it may be served 


' alone as a farinaceous dish, and it pos- 


sesses the advantage that it contains 
in itself quite sufficient nutriment to 
qualify it to take the place of a meat 
dish when desirable. In buying maca- 
roni it is well worth while to take a 
little trouble to procure the best qual- 
ity, as the results are so much more 
satisfactory. 

The water in which it is cooked should 
always be boiling fast when it is put 
in. As to the time necessary for boll- 
ing, it 1s impossible to\give exact di- 
rections, because some kinds of maca-

Molded Marcaronl Cheese.—Break 
‘three ounces of macaroni—nouilles or 
spaghettl answers equally well—into 
small pieces, boil in rapidly bolling 
salted water. When tender, drain off 
the water and add half a pint of milk; 
cook slowly till the macaroni bas ab- 
sorbed most of the milk. | To half a 
pint of thick white sauce add two 
ounces of grated cheese and mix with 
the macaroni. Last of all add two 
well beaten eggs. Butter a plain bor- 
der mold, sprinkle it with browned 
breadcrumbs and pour in the maca- 
roni mixture. Steam gently for about 
half an hour, turn out and fill the cen- 
ter with stewed tomatoes and mush- 
rooms. 

Spaghett! Timbales.—Boil three 
ounces of spaghetti in bolling. salted 
‘water. Do not break it to make it go 
into the pan, but when the water boils 
fast take part of the spaghetti In the 
hand and hold the ends in the water, 
allowing it, “as it softens, to gently 
slide Into the water. It will soften 
almost at once and may in this way be 
quite easily managed. Boil for about 
twenty-five minutes, or until it is jusi 
soft, but be sure it does not lose shape. 
Then drain it, rinse in cold water and 
ppread it out at full length to cool. 
Butter liberally some small molds and 
line them with the spaghett!, begin- 
hing at the middle of the bottom of 
the molds and coiling it up. the sides. 
Fill the centers with a mixture of 
pounded raw chicken or veal mixed 
with a nicely seasoned white sauce 
and add one whole egg for every two 
sf the molds.

HOLDING A SKIRT. 


The Way It:May Be Done Gracefully 
5 and With Comfort.: 

To hold a ar skirt in a becom 
Ing way bend the body slightly at the 
waist line, dropping the right hand as 
far down the back as it -will reach. 
Then, with the finger tips, take oppo- 
, Bite the knees the edges of two of the 
back folds, or gores, gather them into 
8 light but firm loop and pull gently 
ground the body to the right, lifting 
the material upward until on a line 
with the hip; then bend the wrist 
slightly, so it will be comfortable, and 
rest the hand on the hip bone, so that 
there will be no strain on the muscles 
of the arm. 

If the skirt is so long that the bot- 
tom on the opposite side touches the 
ground, a few horizontal folds should 
be made in the material. At the same 
time the gores in the back are gather 
ed together,-and then there. will be no 
chance for the skirt to drag, for the 
cloth will be held so tightly that the 
Improvised plaits will stay in place, 
says an exchange, Or if a woman 
wishes and has both hands free she 
can hold the folds and give a balance 
to her figure that it would otherwise 
be without, 

Carrying a full gathered skirt, such 
as |g often worn to the opera, recep- 


a handkerchief together. 

The skirt is picked up with thumbs 
and forefingers at the back by the bot- 
tom or edge of the hem and straight- 
ened out at the waist line, while the 
hands are extended as far to right and 
left as they will reach. When the ma-

Birds Eat Scale Insects. 

Few kinds of insects are so inimical 
to the health and existence of fruit 
trees and other crop plants as the 
scales, and owing. to their small size 
and -peculiar habits few are ‘so diffi- 
cult to cope with. It has been gen- 
erally supposed that birds lend no 
assistance in the destruction of scales.

Not only is this 
true, but in the case of certain spe- 
cies, as the grosbeaks, scales have 
been ascertained to form a large per- 
centage of the food, ~ .

Sizes and Shapes to Select and Those 
to Exciude. 

Professor C, IX. Graham of the Storrs 
experiment station, Connecticut, says 
that the shippers may be expected to 
give falr sized smooth eggs from 
healthy birds in return for the money 
he -receives always with the order. 
‘Rough, thin shelled, dirty and mottled 
eggs should be excluded, and, while it 
{gs possible that small eggs may be as 
fertile and produce as many chicks us

larger eggs, still it is probable that 
pullets hatched from such will have a 
tendency to lay small eggs. 

It Is advisable to buy eggs under 
five days old at the time of shippiug. 
Each egg should be carefully dated 
when taken from the nest to guard 
against error on this point. While 
good hatches have been secured from 
eggs three weeks old, when placed in 
the incubator, ag.a rule, a good hatch 
cannot be expected to come out after 
they are ten days old. Too much care 
cannot be’ taken in packing. Since 
boxes sent, by express are likely to be 
thrown ,and baskets carried, the latter 
should be preferred. An ordinary bas- 
ket, with plenty of excelsior in the bot- 
tom and sides, well cushioned, makes 
an excellent receptacle. In this the 
eggs, each carefully wrapped, shoukl 
be packed and over them plenty of 
padding placed. . :

a package, conspicuously labeled“‘Eggs 
for Hatching,” can be shipped any dis- 
tance and:will reach its destination in 
good condition.

But the bas- 
ket should be turned over daily. 


Sheep For Cleaning Land. 

The sheep breeder or feeder know- 
Ing that there is good money in his 
kind of live stock does‘not have much 

atience with the man who wants to 

eep his flock on briers, bushes and 
weeds. He knows that sheep repay 
the use of the best feed the farm af- 
fords. ‘Granting all that, there is an 
Immense number of farmers who do 
hot want to go into the business of 
producing mutton.and wool and should 
aot do so, but on many of their farms 
there is a place for some sheep to take 
the place of farm labor for cleaning 
tp land, says National Stockman and 
Farmer. There are tidy farmers who 
depend upon a flock of home bred 
bheep or a bunch of western yearlings 
to clean out the weeds in stubble fields 
and fence rows and in old meadows. 
They earn their way till feeding time 
In’ thé late fall. 
help has driven people to the use of 
all labor saving devices, and among 
them is a flock of sheep for fighting 
weeds and other undesirable growth, 


The Newer Feeds. 

Molasses feeds are relatively new in 
some of the eastern feed markets. 
They are, broadly speaking, admix- 
tures of waste molasses and gugars 
with sundry grain products and offals 
or with beet pulp.

DAIRY HEIF=RS. 


They Should Be Carefully Bred to 
Commence Milking Early, 

A correspondent writes asking when, 
In our judgment. heifers Intended for 
the dairy should be first bred. The 
general opinion on the subject, and we 
belleve It Is correct, says Wisconsin 
Farmer, is that helfers Intefded for 
the dairy should be bred so as to 
come in with their first calves at about 
two years old. The milking function, 
carried to the extent which good dairy 
practice requires, is a highly artificial 
one, and early breeding !s one of the 
steps necessary to the Intens{fication 
of the milking habit. If the heifer be 
not bred early, she is likely to acquire 
the habit of using the Iberal though 
not fattening food she should have for 
the purpose of making tesh. This, If a 
habit, Is quite fatal to the usefulness 
of the heifer intended for dairying, 

Feeding, management, breeding, ete., 
should be directed to its prevention 
without, however, starving or stunting 
the animal. It is alleged, with some 
show of truth, that early breeding de- 
tracts from the size of the cow when 
matured and also that it 1s likely to 
have an adverse influcnce upon const!- 
tution. As has been intimated, there Is 
probably some truth in both of. these 
objections to early breeding, but the 
world we live in {s dne to which we 
must pay the'price for anything we get 
that is worth having. 

Early Breeding. 

It is probable thut the Intensifica- 
tion of any quality in the breeding of 
domestic. animals is not attained with- 
out a sacrifice of something else. 
Sometimes the sacrifice is one that cun 
well be made, and sometimes it is one 
that we would prefer not to make, but 
in any event we must pay the cost of 
the quality we desire to exalt.: That 
early breeding does reduce size and 
scale !s altogether probable, but: these 
are qualities that are not particularly 
essential in the dairy cow, and the 
early breeding: !s attended witb conse- 
quences mucb more important to the 
dairyman than any consideration of 
mere size. It is possible, too, that con- 
stitution: may sufter to some extent: 
from early breeding, but+this, too, is 
one of the things that must be in part 
endured and in. part compensated-by 
the better care and greater attention 
to the protection of the cow from con- 
Bequences of some little weakness in 
this respect. i 

It will not do to encourage the milk- 
ing faculty by every possible means, 
early breeding included,’ and then al- 
low the cow to find her ‘only shelter 
against the winter blasts:on the south 
side of a wire fence or-in the vicinity 
of a straw stack, but if care, shelter 
and attention to the comfort of the 
cow. are given, that should be given, 
the fact that she {fs not quite so hardy 
asascrub rustler would be can well be 
endured and indeed must be endured 
If a profitable dairy cow {fs sought for. 
Helfers should therefore be bred, we 
think,.so as to come In fresh at about 
two years old. The maternal functton,— 
of which milking Is but a branch, 48 
thus encouraged early and made a 
characteristic of the animal throughout 
her life. . -

Farmer on this subject 
as follows: Que mistuke a good many 
farmers make 1s in breeding Jersey 
heifers too young. A much better way 
{s to let them get their growth, at least 
three years. Keep them in a separate 
lot if necessary after they are eighteen 
months old. If permitted to bring 
ezlves before they have their. growth 
they make small cows and yield less 
mnilk. The calves also are smaller, as a 
rule. It Is not always best to be in too 
great a hurry to get ahead in the 
world. A space of six or nine months 
{s not so long to wait, and It is infinite. 
ly better for the cow. Other things be- 
ing equal], a cow will sell for more at 
any kind of sale, public or private, if 
‘she Is of good average size, . 

A Convincing Argument. 

Lots of dairy farmers are halting by 
“he wayside, wondering if they had 
better build a silo, says Hoard’s Dairy- 
man. One thing is certain—they will 
never know any more about it where 
they are. The Ohio experiment: station 
put the question to the following test: 
They fed one lot of cows a heavy si- 
lage ration and another lot a heavy 
grain ration. -The result was in favor’ 
of the ensilage fed cow. -As' L. W. 
Lighty says In the National Stockman, 
“Can we make more dollars handling 
the corn grain by way of the‘erlb or 
the silo, stalks to be ensiloed at thu 
earliest stage we usually cut it up in 
the shock?” He then cites the results 
of the Ohlo.experiment; which was 
that the ensilage fed cows made thelr 
butter for 13 cents a poutd, while the 
cows fed dry fodder hay and a heavy 
grain ration charged 22 cents a ‘pound.
